Unsatisfactory 


While most of the clubs aMlat- 
ed te othe British Sun Bathing 
Association ie agreed oon the 
need to vet all applicants for 
membership, the fact muat be 
faced that there are almost an 
many clubs and groups outside 
of the anscctation as in it, 


The BSBA deny this, but as 
they do not keep proper revords 
Of droups and clubs unaMilated 
fo Cher Ouginisution, they ure in 
no ponitlon to Know, 


Many of these unattached clubs 
ore qinte as ostriet In their con- 
titlons of membership ag those 
belonging to the BSBA.

He you put it os a alraight ques- 
tion, the nudist replies that naked- 
Ness becomes so famillar that ft ls 
nol sexually stimulating, Others 
KO even farther, saying that the 
mere faet of somebody joining the 
Nudist movement proves that they 
have never considered nakedness 
as important in itself, und in itself 
Wax therefore never stimulating 
fo them, 


Tt ig a statement, obviously, 
which cunnot be investigated or 
proved, Wee must accept it for 
what It ls worth, Yet even if it 
Were accepted at face value, one 
in entitled to ask: That may go 
for confirmed nudists, but how 
could it apply to those who be-~ 
come nudist for the frst time in 
their lives? 


And what of that very con- 
siderable fringe of soclety-—those 
who are sexually repressed? I 
have — sought = an_ independent 
medical opinion on this, and here 
was the advice given to me: 


In the nature of things, in a 
Jarge society like ours, there are 


thousands of, people who for 
vartous reasona do not or cannot 
experience a normal sexunol life. 
But the sexunl Instinct is too 
powerful to be suppressed or 
{gnored altogether. It Is an axiom 
of medical psychiatry that the 
sexunl ingtinet is a fundamental 
emotion; If {t docs not find some 
normal emotional or physicn! out- 
Jet, It will manifest itself in some 
other way, 


Medical view 


Where sublimation 
fesults in soclally useful-—-some, 
even, noble, and benevolent— 
types.

With the 
acutely repressed type, voyeurism, 
or the obitity to derive pleasure 
fromthe mere sight) of other 
people's nudity, is a common out- 
Iet. These are what we call the 
‘Peeping Toms,’ 


“T don't pretend to know haw 
Nudists run their affairs, but it as 
quite inevitable that) many o 
theae types would be attracted to 
the Idea of the nudist movement 
and attempt to join it" 


Most nudist clubs are aware of 
the existence of this: type, and 
make specific efforts to exclude 
them. Hence the interviewing 
commiltees which question appli- 
cans personally, But those who 
rely on the mere signing of a 
declaration are not, tn ny view, 
taking: ndequale steps to exclude 
applicants with immoral motives. 


Most of the nudists I have met, 
however appear to be more strictly 
moral In their attitude to sex than 
many people who are not nudists, 
All clubs reserve the right to re- 
fuse an applicant or expel a mem- 
ber, not necessarily for actual ime 
propriety, 


There is no doubt that some 
undesirable types ure drawn Into 
the movement. During the war 
Scotland Yard approached one 
paper that circulates - among 
nudists and warned them that a 
amall advertisement offering 
photographs for sule wns actlon- 
able, The person offering the 
pHotographs was arrested and 
sentenced to prison, but no action 
beyong 4 warning was taken 
against the paper, which had ac- 
cepted the advertisement in good
